5. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bose et al. 

(5,734,1 12) (hereinafter Bose). 

Bose teaches a Coriolis flowmeter including all the features of the instant invention as claimed 
including at least one flow tube (12, 14) constructed of a bent tube of a symmetrical shape with 
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respect to a first axis (T, T') and supported at both ends by a support portion having inflow and 
outflow ports; a drive device (20) for alternately driving the flow tube in a rotating direction 
around a second axis (W, W) connecting positions supported by the support portion at the both 
ends; and a pair of vibration detecting sensors (16, 18) mounted at symmetrical positions to right 
and left of the drive device, for detecting a vibration having a phase difference that is 
proportional to Coriolis forces acting on the flow tube, the drive device is provided in the first 
axis, and a pair of second drive devices (21L, 21R) for alternately driving the flow tube in the 
rotating direction are further provided and are arranged at symmetrical positions to the right and 
left of the drive device; and the pair of second drive devices are driven in phase with each other, 
with the drive device and the pair of second drive devices being driven in a reverse phase with 
each other. The sensors are arranged between the drive device and the pair of second drive 
devices (Fig. 1). The sensors are equipped with a coil and magnet.
